of the principles used by birds can not be 
a pplied to hea vier tha n air flying ma ­ 
chines. 
On the sea , it ma y be different, 
a s a Brooklyn man has ha d some success 
with his model of a ship tha t imita tes the 
fish in its brea thing . 
The story wa s told 
over ra diotelephone from N ew York by 
the a ssocia te director of the N ew York 
aqua rium- 
He wa s g iving an interesting 
discourse on certain fish habits. 
A fter show ing tha t fish ha ve the five 
senses ma n ha s, a nd a nother intermedia te 
betw een hea ring a nd touch, due to a la ­ 
tera l line on the back, he described the 
hrpalhinir of fish and expla ined how his 


friend the Brooklyn inventor, has under­ 
ta ken to a pply the principle to a ship. In 
brea thing , the fish inha les throug h the 
mouth and exha les throug h the g ill slits. 
Its natural va lves are so constructed that 
there is a minimum wa ter resistance as 
the fish moves forward. 
The mucous tha t 
motter on the skin reduces friction. 
The Brooklyn inventor ha s devised in­ 
ta ke and exit va lves for his model ship, 
by mea ns of these he a rg ues that the bow 
wa ve resista nce will be lessened and that 
the posterior cavitation broug ht a bout by 
the cra ft’s forwa rd motion will be pra c­ 
tica lly obvia ted 
by 
bring ing 
the bow
